Candidates File as Deadline 
Nears for School Election 


Two incumbent members of 
the Menlo Park Elementary 
School District board of trus- 
tees have filed for re-election. 
As deadline for the filing near- 
ed, no challengers had appear- 
ed in the race. 

Deadline for filing for the 
election, to be held April 16, 
is 5 p.m. tomorrow, March 1. 

Standing to succeed them- 
selves are William J. Platt, a 
member of the board for the 
past seven years and Dr. Glen 
B. Haydon, a member of the 
board for the past four. Platt 
currently is serving as chair- 
man of the board. 

Platt currently directs 
Stanford Research Institute’s 
research in regional econo- 
mics, transportation econo- 
mics, behavioural sciences 
and economic and social de- 
velopment in newly develop- 
ed countries. 

Dr. Haydon is a research as- 
sociate and head of the division 
of experimental pathology at 
the Stanford Medical Research 
Foundation; a pathologist at 
SRI, and clinical assistant pro- 
fessor of pathology at Stan- 
ford. 


Of present members of the 
board, Dr. Haydon has been 
the most critical of existing 
policies and practices, consist- 
ently voting against the hiring 
of new teachers whose college 
transcripts show no evidence 
of college mathematics. 

He was the sole board mem- 
ber to vote in dissent of last 
year’s proposed permissive tax 
rate measure, which would 
have raised the maximum tax 
rate from its present $1.99 per 
$100 assessed valuation to 
$2.49. 

The measure was defeated 
and a new permissive tax rate 
proposal will be voted on by 
electors of the district, at the 
April 16 balloting. 


APPOINTED 

Platt originally was appoint- 
ed to the board to fill a vacan- 
cy caused by the resignation 
of a previous trustee who mov- 
ed from the district. His first 
term of office started on April 
1, 1957. In July of that year he 
was seated for a two-year term 
and in 1959 was elected for a 
four-year term. 

Dr. Haydon was elected to 


the board in a contested elec- 
tion in 1959. He is completing 
a four-year term of office. 

Platt, who resides with his 
wife and family at 151 Laurel 
St. in Atherton, is a graduate 
of Pomona College where he 
was elected Phi Beta Kappa, 
and holds a master of science 
degree from Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. 

He has published numerous 
articles which have been pub- 
lished in several technical mag- 
azines and many of which have 
been translated. 

He is a member of the So- 
ciety for International Devel- 
opment, the Institute of 
Management Sciences, the 
Institute for Strategic Stu- 
dies, and the Operations Re- 
search Society of America. 

Dr. Haydon resides with his 
wife and family at 44 Ingle- 
wood Lane in Atherton. 

A native of Berkeley, he was 
educated at the University of 
North Carolina and received 
his MD from the University of 
Rochester. 

He has received numerous 
medical fellowships and 


awards and participated in five 


major research projects in the 
medical field. 

In Portola Valley a race re- 
mained for two four-year seats 
with the filing of incumbents 
Dr. William Harris and Dr. 
Dean Watkins and new candi- 
date Al Rathbun. 

Mrs. Andrew Myser is run- 
ning uncontested for a two- 
year term. 

Dr. Watkins, who had pre- 
viously declined to run, chang- 
ed his mind last week when 
ten valley residents sponsored 
his candidacy. 

Two new candidates have 
filed for two four-year vacan- 
cies on the Woodside Elemen- 
tary school board. They are 
Fredric C. Boucke, a former 
trustee who served on the 
board prior to moving to Eng- 
land in 1959, and Robert F. 
Schnier, who filed Tuesday. 

Incumbents Robert Mac- 
Bride and Dr. Frank Ruys have 
both said they would not run.

Flood Control 


Something has to be done 
about the rainy weather flood- 
ing in the basin between Barry 
Lane and El Camino Real in 
Atherton, it was decided Mon- 
day night as the Atherton 
Channel Drainage District 
board took its first halting 
stens i: seven years in that di- 
rection. 

The ACDD board is the town 
council in different hats. With 
a group of about 20 Atherton 
residents urging them on, the 
board decided that, in the face 
of last month’s serious flood- 
ing, something at least tempor- 
ary had to be done. 

What they agreed upon 
was a resolution which they 
adopted in substance, sub 
ject to revision, of a tempor- 
ary four-year plan outlined 
by city engineer Ed Smith. 

This would cost residents of 
the district about $150,000 over 
the next four-year period, 
Smith said, with costs spread 
between $30,000 and $40,000 a 
year. 

The advantages of Smith’s 
plan, it was pointed out, was 
that construction would begin 
this summer instead of years 
from now as envisaged in San 
Mateo County Flood Control 
plans and U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers procedure. Both 
have studied the Atherton 
Channel for possible flood con- 
trol measures. 

REBUILDING JOB 

This year’s construction 
would include rebuilding the 
Elena Avenue culvert and Isa- 
bella Avenue culverts, lining 
the ditch on both and lining 
the drainage canal as well as 
possible from Elena to El Ca- 
mino Real. 

Next year the project would 
include grading and lining in 
the channel through Atherton 
Woods and replacing all pri- 
vate bridges along Atherton 
Avenue, the latter with finan- 
|cial help from the property 
owners involved. This might 
create an accelerated threat to 
flooding of El Camino but 
might persuade the state to en- 
large the El Camino culverts, 
which would be a help, Smith 
noted. 

Money for thesé projects 
would be raised by assessments 
by the district, which is has 
not done yet. The district takes 
in all of Atherton, plus Sharon 
Heights and some county pro- 
perty east of .El Camino be- 
tween Atherton and Menlo 
| Park.

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City Council 
ls Happy 
With Job Bids 


A flock of good bids on vari- 
ous city projects and a blast 
at the State Division of High- 
ways by Councilman Ira Bonde 
were the main ingredients of a 
short Menlo Park City Council 
meeting Tuesday night. 

Bonde said he was perturbed 
because the state is beginning 
some condemnation proceed- 
ings in the Kavanaugh Indus- 
trial Park prior to talking with 
the city about an agreement 
on street closure for the Wil- 
low freeway. 

Councilmen James Calloway 
and Michael Belangie agreed 
that the state procedure wasn’t 
particularly palatable. 

Mayor William R. Lawson 
said he could understand 
why the state was operating 
in this fashion “although we 
might not like it.” 

It is a matter of “protecting 
public funds’ by purchasing 
sites where future buildings 
might other wise be construct- 
ed, he said. 

Bonde noted that Tom Kayv- 
anaugh, representing the de- 
veloper, feels that the state 
may be purchasing enough 
property for an interchange at 
the freeway and Hetch-Hetchy 
right-of-way (the extension of 
Ivy Drive). 

Bonde said he’d like to hear 
someone from the state depart- 
ment explain what the land 
purchases mean, considering 
that no city-state agreement on 
street closure has been reach- 
ed. 

City Manager John R. John- 
son said he would ask the ap- 
propriate highway department 
officials to attend a future 
study meeting and go over Wil- 
low Freeway land policy. 
LIKEABLE BIDS 

Low bids for four projects 
were approved by the council 
—and in every case the bid was 
less than the city estimate. 

The best of two bids for the 
Community Activities Building 
kitchen equipment was submit- 
ted by Eng-Skell Co. of San 
Francisco. It was $8,452, as 
compared to architect Kings- 
ford Jones’ estimate of $10,000. 

A job covering installation 
of baseball backstops at Oak 
Knoll School, O’Connor School 
and La Entrada Schooi play- 
grounds, plus some chain link 
fence at La Entrada, went to 
San Jose Steel—the only bid- 
der. Their figure was $5530.76, 
and the city estimate was

dates to all local offices. This could only lead to party 
machine politics at the local level, a big-city ‘spoils’ 
system and the general deterioration of local govern- 
ment service and efficiency. 

“Many years ago, it was precisely this kind of 
situation which Hiram Johnson and the Progressives 
fought to overcome in returning control of California's 
affairs to the people. Unfortunately, already much of 
that legislation has gone down the drain. In the last 
few years, we have seen cross-filing abolished, along 
with a flood of minor changes in the election code 
which has served to tighten the power and authority 
of party bosses. 

“In my opinion, it is inevtitable that if this trend 
continues and party-labels come into use at the local 
level, public officials, shorn of their independence of 
thought, will no longer be judged on their service to 
the people, but on their service to party. I cannot con- 
ceive of any, save the power-hungry few, wanting this 
to happen.”

You Should Get Acquainted 
With School Organization Debate 


First formal meeting of the augmented County Com- 
mittee on School District Organization to be concerned 
with problems of the south county was held last night in 
Redwood City. It was held after this newspaper went to 
press so we couldn’t report on it but we think we can haz- 
ard a few observations on the whole reorganization-unifi- 
cation picture. 

The proposed reorganization of county school agencies 
to provide “Unified” districts is in for rough sledding. 

There are too many alternatives and possible re-cuts 
of boundaries to satisfy everybody. 

Then, there are the johnny-come-latelys who only re- 
cently awakened to the fact that something is going on, 
on the fundamental level of political boundaries. They will 
ask questions, most of which have been asked before. 

From Sacramento comes word that the September, 
1963 deadline for submitting new county plans to the state 
legislature is under fire, and its legality is being questioned. 

Add to this simple sentiment: Some people like things 
the way they are. 

There’s monetary motivation: Some people are afraid 
their taxes will go up, if the school district in which they 
reside is wedded, by fiat, to a less prosperous one with a 
higher tax rate. 

Members of the county committee on School District 
Organization are intelligent, dedicated people. They've 
spent countless hours viewing the problem. But, we're 
afraid, they're going to have to spend a few score more 
such hours, before they get anything acceptable, much less 
satisfying, to a large percentage of the county’s citizens. 

The best thing you can do to shorten this time and to 
aid them is to become acquainted as soon as possible with 
what's going on in these studies. Once so informed, you're

TELLS US: 


California vehicle owners 
have an extra job this year, one 
they haven’t tackled for seven 
years—attaching new license 
plates. “And, simple as the 
task might seem, there are 
several legal restrictions to be 
observed,” Capt. John Ken- 
nedy, commander of the Cali- 
fornia Highway Patrol’s Red- 
wood City area, said. 

“When two plates are issued, 
one must be placed on the 
front of the car, one on the 
rear. They must be firmerly 
attached, so the plates don’t 
swing, and they must be not 
less than 12 inches nor more 
than 60 inches from the 
ground. 

“They must be clearly vis- 
ible, which means _ trailer 
hitches, license plate holders, 
and bumpers should not ob- 
scure the plates. In addition, 
no covering may be used on 
plates except a type approved 
by the Patrol. 

“Since legibility of plates is 
the key to vehicle identifica- 
tion, the law makes it clear 
that license plates must be 
properly mounted and clearly 
visible at all times.”

Finally, a few months from 
now, the city might actually 
set up the parking assessment 
district, issue bonds for the

‘struction of improvements, and 


‘start condemning areas which 
have been shown on the pro- 
oer maps as those to be taken 
for parking. 

There will follow, if the pat- 
tern of previous districts holds 
true, a few court actions, in 
‘which owners of some land 
will protest that they don’t 
want it taken, or that they are- 
n’t being offered enough for it. 

But if the previous pattern 
holds good, the district will 
be formed, the assessments 
levied, and there’ll be more 
offstreet parking in the down- 
town district. 

It takes time. 

Residents new to Menlo 
Park — that is, those who ar- 
rived only in the past seven 
or 10 years — might wonder 
why, if offstreet parking is 
considered a necessity, it takes 
such a cumbersome mechanism 
to acquire it. 

The best answer would be a 
review of the philosophy of 
Menlo Park city councils of 
the past, who set up the “pro- 
perty owner participation” pro- 
gram years ago. 

It was about 1947 that the 
late Charles P. Burgess, long- 
time mayor and councilman, 
first enunciated the view. 

Offstreet parking was going 
to be needed, he said, if the 
downtown area was going to 
develop. (At that time, a few 
scattered stores along Santa 
Cruz Avenue and the older 
stores fronting on El Camino 
Real constituted the “business 
district.”) 

Next he said the cost of this 
offstreet parking was a legiti- 
‘mate cost of doing business. 
The expense should not be 
foisted off on customers via 
the medium of the use of park- 
ing meters, and it shouldn’t be 
borne by the taxpayers in gen- 
eral because some of them 
might not prefer to use it. 

He — and the council of the 
day — pointed out, however, 
that the city itself had a stake 


-in the matter. Haphazard de- 


‘velopment by a private district 
might be more harmful than 
helpful in encouraging busi- 
ness. 


of stores would provide rough 
competition for traditional 
business districts unless the 
latter did something to provide 
their own parking. 


Happily for Menlo Park, 
there wasn’t much in the way 
of new business buildings in 
the downtown area at the 
time. 


And also happily, the origi- 
nal subdividers of the area had 
seen fit to subdivide in deep 
lots in the original tracts laid 
out in the 1870's. 

(These were residential lots 
and a few of the old sheds and 
outhouses which were put up 
before the turn of the century 
are still to be seen, in a few 
cases. ) 

It was therefore possible — 
if the majority of affected pro- 
perty owners agreed — to con- 
demn the back ends of lots for 
parking, and assess the owners 
of the lots benefitted to pay 
the cost. 

The first parking plaza was 
almost classic in its simplicity 
of outline and lent itself well 
to the undertaking. 

In th block bounded by El 
Camino Real, Santa Cruz and 
Oak Grove avenues and Crest- 
nut Street, it contained lots of 
old residences and few stores. 

The owners of the old hous- 
es legitimately could expect 
that, if their remaining proper- 
ty was zoned for commercial or 
professional use, they'd bene- 
fit substantially even if losing 
some of the total land area in 
their lots. 

There were problems, of 
course. 

Largest property owner on 
the block was the Presbyterian 
church and since the costs of 
the land condemnation and im- 
provements was levied on a 
square foot basis, the church 
inherited the largest assess- 
ment. It took a community- 
wide fundraising to get the 
church’s assessment paid. 

The church later sold the 
land at a considerable profit 
and moved its installations 
elsewhere. 

Other technicalities had to 
be considered. 

There are offstreet parking 
lot users who actually will walk 
across the street to do their 
shopping. 

Therefore, merchants other 
than those on the block in 
which offstreet parking was 
situated had to be assessed, 
too. This required a decision 
on how much they ought to be 
assessd. 

The first offstreet parking 
plaza was opened with a gala 
celebration in August of 1948. 
Real estate development on the 


full investigation of their re- 
quest for a high school to serve 
the southern part of San Mateo 
county. 

It was pointed out that this 
is justified from a standpoint 
of student enrollment and edu- 
cational advantages and that 
over one-third of the assessed 
valuation of the Sequoia Union 
High School District is in the 
Menlo Park, Ravenswood, Las 
Lomitas and Portola Valley 
School Districts.

“Information is at hand to 
the effect that your honorable 
board is contemplating an en- 
largement of Sequoia High 
School and drawing on a re- 
serve fund for that purpose. 

“The Menlo Park Taxpayers’ 
League through its board of di- 
rectors has instructed the 
chairman to address your body 
as follows: 

“We believe that the time 
has arrived when the student 
enrollment of Menlo Park, 
Ravenswood, Las Lomitas and 
Portola School Districts justi- 
fied the immediate considera- 
tion of the erection of a high 
school to more adquately serve 
these districts... . 

(Construction of Menlo-Ath- 
erton High School, the plant 
being sought, actually wasn’t 
started until 1950.—ed.)

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In the Garden: Something for Gourmets 


The world’s happiest garden- 
ers are probably those who 
grow their own vegetables and 
herbs. Certainly there are none 
who derive more lasting pleas- 
ure from their gardening, for 
added to the satisfaction of 
making something grow is the 
joy of cooking with fresh prod- 
uce. 


With only an apartment win- 
dow box to garden in, you can 
sample some of this pleasure 
and with a plot 10 by 15 feet 
or better you can really in- 
dulge yourself. Unless you 
know the local adaptability of 
various vegetables, a nursery- 
man’s advice is essential. 


Some vegetables — radishes, 
turnips, squash and corn, to 
name four — are grown best 
from seed. Others, such as let- 
tuce and celery may be pur- 
chased at flat-grown seedlings. 
These are transplanted easily 
to the garden and have one de- 
finite advantage in that you 
avoid having to seed and thin 
the new planting. 


Vegetables best grown from 
seed include beans, peas, beets, 
carrots, chard, cucumber, pars- 
ley, corn, squash and radishes. 
Those available as seedling 
transplants include tomatoes, 
peppers, egg plant, celery, 
broccoli, brussel sprouts, cab- 
bage and cauliflower. Some of 
these latter are cool season 
crops and will not be available 
in all areas this time of year. 
Lettuce in several varieties al- 
so is available in nursery flats. 
Onions may be started from 
seed or from onion sets. For 
small green onions, sets are us- 
ually recommended since they 
are faster. For large onions, 
start from seed or sets, depend- 
ing on how impatient you are. 
Seed is the cheaper method of 
the two, sets more convenient. 

As for herbs, most of the fav 
orite varieties are available in 
nurseries already started, or if 
you prefer, you can grow any 
of them from seed. A basic list 
of herbs should include basil, 
rosemary, thyme, oregano, mar- 
joram and chives. They may be 
grown in the ground or in pots. 

The latter method makes 
them a possibility for would- 
be gardeners who live in city 
apartments and lack ground 
space. 

For convenience, the herb 
garden should be as close as 
possible to the kitchen, enabl- 
ing you to take a pinch of this 
or that while cooking. Since 
most herbs take up little space, 
this presents no problem. They 
can be grown in pots, as noted 
above, and placed near the kit- 
chen door. Or they can be 
planted as an edging to the 
back walk or a flower border. 

Many vegetables should be 
planted now. Heat lovers such 
as tomatoes, egg plant and pep- 
pers, however, should not go in 
until weather warms up. April 
is usually the recommended 
month for planting these in all 
areas except the north coastal 
area where May is a better bet. 

For those who never know 
how much of any vegetable to 
plant, the following will be 
helpful. The recommendations 
cover the favorite vegetables 
and apply to a family of four. 
Beans (15 foot row); peas (30 
foot row); summer squash (3

plants); tomatoes (15 plants); 
onions (30 foot row); corn 
(four 7 foot rows); lettuce (15 
foot row); radishes (4 foot 


row, with new planting every 
three or four weeks). For veg- 
etables not listed here, consult 
a local nurseryman. 

The gardener should bear in 
mind that he need not plant 
peas in one 30-foot row. For 


small gardens, it is much more 
satistactory to break this up 
into several shorter rows and 
with corn, this is a necessity. 
Corn produces far more when 
planted in several short rows 
than when planted in one long 
row. 

Also recommended are the 
following distances apart for 


Beans (6 inches for bush beans, 
24 inches for pole beans); peas 
(2 inches); squash (2 feet); to- 
matoes (2 feet); onions (3 inch- 
es); corn (15 inches); lettuce 
plants (1 foot for head lettuce, 
6 inches for leafing varieties); 
radishes (1 inch). In most cas- 
es rows should be spaced two 
feet apart. For corn and toma- 
toes three feet should be the 


average. 

As most gardeners know. 
vegetables need a maximum of 
sun for best results. Never pla 
plant them where they will be 
shaded by trees or fences. Most 
of them need regular watering, 
but tomatoes and peppers will 
set better crops if you slack off 
on water after the flowers be- 
gin to show.

Dr. Stephen S. Kayser of the 
University of Judaism, Los An- 
geles, will speak on “Visual 
Values in Judaism” Monday, 
March 4, at 8 p.m. at Temple

Dr. Kayser is recognized as 
a foremost authority of Jewish 
art. He has served as curator 
of the Jewish Museum in New 
York City and on the faculty 
of the Jewish Theological Sem- 
inary.
